Guest Editorial 


(Editor’s Note— The following letter 
was sent to most of the major news- 
papers in Southern California shortly 
after November's Hopetown Grand 
Prix. We think that many of the 
points Mr. Weber brings out are being 
overlooked by general circulation 
publications which porport to report 
the news.) 


OPEN LETTER TO 
THE GENERAL PRESS. 


Dear Sirs: 






You have certainly let me and many ` 


other people down as a news covering 
media. Monday I vainly searched the 
sports section for some mention of ama- 
teur motorcycling’s premier event — the 
first ever running in the United States of 
arace counting toward the world’s cham- 


pionship. This was no run of the mill ` 


sporting event. Three times world cham- 
pion Torsten Hallman joumeyed all the 
way from Sweden to ride (and win). 

The sports pages listed various arti- 
cles on auto and boat racing, including 
a small notice of the death of two drivers 
in far off Australia, but completely ig- 
nored this event right in our own back 
yard. It is strange thatthis paper never 
seems to miss reporting any incident 
that casts a bad name on motorcycling, 

By no standards could this be called 
a minor event. 747 riders participated. 
Nearly 10,000 spectators braved the rain 
to watch this great race. How can it be 
justified not to class this as news? 
Television was there. 

To compare it with “America’s num- 
ber one sport” baseball, how many hun- 
dreds of pages of newsprint have been 
devoted to games which drew much 
smaller crowds? Compare the two sports 
a bit. Take physical condition. A base- 
ball player just might have to run 360’ 
in the course of an inning. Wow! How 
would one of these magnificent and 
highly touted athletes compare to the 
man who wrestles a bucking 300 pound 
machine for % hour or more of continuous 
physical effort? How about skill? Com- 
pare the ability to catch, throw, and hit 
a ball, admittedly not easy when done 
to perfection, with knowing how far and 
fast you can drive into a comer in a 
high speed slide, with a couple of other 
intense men trying to beat you through. 
Guts? No comparison, is there? Techni- 
cal knowledge? How to select a bat and 
glov., compared with developing some 
of the world’s most efficient engines, 
frames, and braking systems. Most riders 
are directly responsible for setting up 
their own machines. Finally, spectator 
pleasure. I dare say an inning of base- 
ball does drag a bit more than a good 
race of comparable time. 

So why is motorcycle racing such a 
relatively neglected sport? I believe you, 
the newspapers are a large contributing 
factor. In Europe where races are ac- 
knowledged, crowds of 50,000 people at 
an event are common. Where would our 
own big sports be without news coverage? 

It’s time tg abandon your prejudices 
against motorcycling. Don’t let the ac- 
tions of the few bad apples cause’ you to 
ignore this great sport.. You won’t find 
any of them competing anyway. I con- 
sider myself an average racer, a family 
man with two daughters anda respectable 
engineering position, with 11 years at 
the same job, in the aerospace industry. 
I certainly don’t feel I could be classed 
as a “kook”.

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IT WAS A VERY GOOD YEAR 


AS OLD 1966 TOTTERS down the corridors of History and little 
1967 creeps around the comer we pause to review the year just past 
and attempt to assess what it has meant to motorcycling. 

The latest figures from the California Department of Motor Vehi- 
cles shows that registrations of two wheelers rose another 50,000 in 
1966 bringing the total number of registered motorcycles in the state 
to very near 300,000. When the final figures for 1966 are compiled, I 
predict the magic 300,000 mark will be surpassed, making California 
far and away the number one state in motorcycle registrations in the 
nation. 

The figure 50,000 is coincidental. For many recent years Califor- 
nia led the nation with a total number of registered motorcycles that 
hovered right at 50,000. Those days, thankfully, are gone forever. And 
if 300,000 motorcycles are registered with the D.M.V. for highway use, 
how many more sporting machines are there that are unregistered, and 
thus uncounted? I would estimate, including all kinds of racing ma- 
chines, trail scooters and farm cycles, that there are at leas; another 
200,000 motorcycles that are never used on the highways, and never 
come to the attention of the D.M.V. beyond the year that they are first 
sold. If I am correct, there are at least half a million motorbikes, 
motorcycles and scooters in use in California at the present time. If 
you doubt this figure, just add up the number of new motorcycles sold 
in California each year since 1957 and deduct the number of motor- 
cycles, like old soldiers, never die. 


SAFETY BECOMES THE WATCHWORD 


The year 1966 also saw the bare beginning of a concentrated at- 
tack on the number one problem facing the motorcycle sport and in- 
dustry— the accident danger. 

At first the scare approach was tried by interests inimical to 
motorcycle riding. Phony horror stories and warped statistics appeared 
in everything from Time magazine to telephone company newsletters, 
causing an immediate drop in cycle sales. Better statistics and clearer 
thinking has recently demonstrated that motorcycles are not only less 
inherently dangerous than other modes of transportation, but their 
safety record is less awful than we thought. The increase in two-wheel 
accidents, in this state at least, is in direct proportion to the increase 
in use, and compared to automobile and train carnage, the well- 
dressed, helmeted, experienced or well-trained motorcycle rider is the 
safest man on the road. 

In the coming year all of us who love our sport should, and shall, 
do everything in our power to diminish the danger to new motorcyclists 
by developing better training methods, licensing requirements and 
protective legislation to shield us from the idiocy of other road users.

Next year Cycle News will go to 
a new price of 25€ per copy. The ad- 
justment from 15€ per copy is needed 
to bring the newspaper's fiscal bal- 
ance into line with current costs and 
allow more attractive profits to 
diligent dealers. 


FOR NEARLY A YEAR readers 
have been asking when Cycle News 
was going to go to a quarter, but 
management postponed the rise until 
they felt the newspaper had proved 
its value. 

Some motorcycle dealers have 
been giving the paper to their custo- 
mers, a practice which is contrary to 
all rules of economics. Although 
many have indicated that they will 
continue giving Cycle News away, 
it is hoped that the new price will 
spur more dealers to abandon this 
practice and start charging for their 
papers. 

Cycle News is delivered every 
Thursday to motorcycle stores via 
United Parcel Service. Thus the 
motorcycle dealer receives the paper 
faster than any other form of sub- 
Scriber. Many dealers who sell out 
in one or two days fail to order more 
papers for their Saturday-through- 
Wednesday customers. On checking 
this out, we are told, "Oh, I don't 
charge for Cycle News, I give them 
away. I can't afford to give away 
more than ten a week.” It is very 
hard to increase circulation in the 
face of this answer.

90 Mile H.H. 350 RIDERS 
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PLANS PROCEED FOR RIDER 
TRAINING IN SCHOOLS 


Several California agencies including 
the Dept. of Education are getting to- 
gether early in 1967 to work out ways of 
introducing motorcycle training into the 
secondary school educational system. 
Need for qualified instruction in the 
skill of cycle operation is intensified 
by the estimated 50% of teen aged people 
who will be riding two wheelers in the 
near future. 

Tests currently being conducted 
seem to indicate that riders who receive 
better training are considerably less 
vulnerable to accidents than minimally 
instructed riders. Up to 100% improve- 
ment in accident figures have been re- 
ported so far. 


Looking through last 
year’s papers during an 
idle moment this week (we 
occasionally have spare 
time on our hands around 
Cycle News) I find that I 
promised last.

Seasons Greetings From 


Tacoma Cyclists Cop Titles 


By Dave Welsh 


Tacoma professional motorcycle racers have topped the Washington 
State season point standings for the second year in a row. Repeat winners 
Emil Ahola and Don McLeod Ied the state's expert and amateur class riders 
while Sandy Saunders grabbed the novice title in the 38 event 1966 series. 


Ahola, the 1965 national point lead- 
riding a Matchless, defended his 
ranked 


Hampered by a serious mid-season crash 
injury, he failed to match his 1965 
twenty-win record, but still scored al- 
most twice as many wins as his nearest 
competitors. 

Seattleite Jim Patereau, the most 
improved expert rider of the year, picked 
off 5 late season wins before leaving 
for the Midwest circuit and later for the 
Army to place second. Veteran Dick 
Taylor, also a five time winner, showed 
his usual consistency, finishing in the 
front four at 15 race meets. Taylor was 
the 1963 & 1964 state champion. Con- 
centrating on short-track events, Both- 
ell’s Bard Hanson also took front money 
five times, but these miniature tracks 
rate only % value points. Hanson placed 
9th in the overall standings. 

In the amateur class last year’s out- 
standing novice Don McLeod scored 12 
victories to head this group of inter- 
mediate riders. 

Harley-Davidson mounted, McLeod 
missed his chance to extend his lead 
when he was injured during practice at 
Centralia’s fairground in mid-July, 
causing him to miss several events. The 
layoff may have dropped him from con- 
tention for the national point title which 
is released by the American Motorcycle 
Association in January. 

Novice Sandy Saunders, riding a 
Bultaco in the early-season events fin- 
ished the summer on a Harley-Davidson. 
This young Tacoman often used bull- 
strength and sheer determination to best 
the other 183 Washington novices in his 
class, and will be back in 1967 as an 
amateur. 





SUZUKI GIVES PARTS THE AIR 

Air freight is now being used by 
U.S. Suzuki Motor Corporation to speed 
up the shipment of parts from Japan, 
according to Bill Leonard, Traffic man- 
ager for U.S. Suzuki. 

Parts are now arriving, on a sched- 
uled basis, at Los Angeles International 
Airport via Japan Airlines and Pan 
American, and are being sub-shipped, 
still by air, via National Airlines to 
Jacksonville and other Eastern depots. 

“Air shipments are assisting us in 
adjusting some imbalances in our parts 
inventory,” Leonard stated, “and these 


air deliveries are scheduled to continue 
until the present parts problem has been 
resolved.”

Fighting off desperate at- 
tempts to pass by win-hungry 
Butch Corder, Gene Romero 
snatched the lead and held it al- 
most wire-to-wire winning the 
second indoor short-track event 
at the San Francisco Cow Palace 
before an estimated6,500 people. 

Romero went into the first 
turn just behind San Pablo’s Dick 
Faria. Fighting wheel and wheel 
for third were Dwayne Francisco 
and Butch Corder. 

As the riders headed into the 
second lap, Romero had pushed 
his Triumph into the lead while 
Corder was neck and neck with 
Faria’s Ducati and working his 
way into second. 


Romero poured it on but Corder 
and Faria kept on his tail, while 
farther back in the pack Francisco, 
Mert Lawwill and Phil Cancilla bat- 
tled for chances to pass on the 
slippery track. 

Suddenly about half-way through 
the 15-lap event Faria lost traction 
and went wide watching with dismay 
as Francisco and Cancilla sped by. 
Regaining speed, Faria tucked in 
behind Francisco. 

Francisco’s luck didn’t hold, how- 
ever, and he went down on lap eleven, 
advancing Faria one place until he, too, 
bailed off one lap later.

Romero still clung to the lead, but it 
was a touchy thing as Corder and Can- 
cilla were pushing him continually. In 
turn after turn a king-size blanket would 
have covered all three riders as they 
fought around the eighth mile oval. 

Then on the last lap, Cancilla found 
the opening he was looking for and 
inched past Corder for second place at 
the flag. Order at the finish was Romero, 
Cancilla, Corder and Lawwill. 

The main event climaxed an evening 
of colorful and hard-fought racing. Al- 
though spills were rare at the first Cow 
Palace show the week before, at the 
second event riders were coming off all 
over the place. 


Dick Mann Bounces Back 


The most spectacular pileup was a 
multi-bike affair in the second amateur- 
expert heat which found Dick Mann’s leg 
jammed in another bike’s rear fender 
when everyone stopped sliding. Therace 
was  black-flagged while cornermen 
pulled and tugged to free the ex-grand 
national champion’s leg. Mann was not 
seriously, hurt and returned when the 
race was re-run after the third heat. 

In the novice main event, Jimmy 
Odom returned after a hard fall in the 
trophy dash to lead wire-to-wire for the 
win. Second was Lloyd Houchkins with 
Don Smart third and Russ Powell fourth. 

Winners of the five amateur expert 
heats were, respectively: Corder, Fran- 
cisco, Romero, Ken Helling, and Faria. 

Novice heat winners were: Odom, Bill 
Krill, Smart, John Patton, and Houchkins. 

The novice semi was taken by Bill 
Lyons with Mike Yarn, and Russ Powell 
second and third. 

The amateur-expert semi was won by 
Duane Peters, with Cancilla second and 
Lawwill third.

With the flag, Cancilla dived into the 
first turn abreast of, but inside, Butch 
Corder, and pursued hotly by Mert Law- 
will’s Harley Sprint and Dick Mann on a 
Greeves. 

Into the back straightaway, Cancilla’s 
tighter line made itself felt in a quicker 
burst of acceleration, and Corder fell 
slightly behind. For several more laps 
Corder pursued Cancilla fruitlessly, only 
to notice suddenly that Mann was nipping 
at his heels in every turn. 

The former Grand National Champion 
finally passed Corder on lap ten, but 
found catching Cancilla amore difficult 


problem. With only five laps to go, Can- 


cilla poured the juice to the high-revving 
Cycle Imports Hustler and crossed the 
finish line alone.

There was something for everybody, 
but the dragsters and road racers had 
most to see at the first annual San Fran- 
cisco International Sportcycle Show. 

Held in the city's cavernous under- 
ground exposition area Brooks(or *Mole" 
as the Friscoites say) Hall, the show 
attracted large crowds, ranging from 
youngsters (wow, look at all the Hon- 
das!"), to veteran riders like Dick Mann 
and Dick Dorresteyn. 

The Sunday SF Examiner-Chronicle's 
coverage took note of the belief among 
many new cyclists that anything on two 
wheels is a "Honda." The writer quoted 
a local Honda dealer as being told by a 
matron at a cocktail party, “Oh, you sell 
Hondas? We just bought one for our son.” 

When the dealer asked what model 
Honda, the women knew immediately. 
“It’s a Suzuki, she replied. 

So it was perhaps fitting that the first 
exhibit visible as the crowds entered 
the hall was set up by Honda. A pair of 
pretty Oriental young ladies were on 
hand to pass out fortune cookies. The 
messages inside were two wheel all the 
way: you-meet-the-nicest-people sort of 
stuff. 

Prominently displayed were two road 
racers from J&K Cycle Inn in Richmond 
(where your copy of Cycle News arrives 
every Thursday, by the way). The only 
new thing in the booth was the new itsy- 
bitsy Honda mo-ped which is supposed 
to sell for about $100 when it becomes 
available soon. 

Turning left.and walking a few yards, 
spectators hit the very attractive Bultaco 
booth, which featured painting by girl 
artist-model-traveler Pookie Baker, whose 
story you may have read in recent Cycle 
World magazines. Miss Baker's drawings 
provided an exciting and different back- 
drop for the Bultacos, and an extension 
of the booth contained a number of her 
paintings, many of which were quickly 
sold. 


Those of you who have been waiting 
these many months for the new 250cc 


Metrallas, (don’t walk) run down to your 
friendly neighborhood dealer. The man 
in the booth said they should be in be- 
fore January first. An early report I spot- 
ted in a recent British cycle paper said 
the Metralla will top 100 miles per hour 
with the rider erect, and sports a five- 
speed gearbox and a fierce twin-cam 
front brake. 

Across from Bultaco’s stand was the 
Harley-Davidson group. Clustered about 
the 250cc record-holding Sprint stream- 
liner was the whole line, from the thrifty 
nifty M-50 to the gargantuan Electra 
Drive 74. The thing I dug most in the 
Harley camp is the new Sprint road model. 
It has a groovy gas tank which I suspect 
would look racy as hell with low bars. 
The black and white color scheme is 
pleasing, too. 


The Norton-Ducati booth contained 
that supercharged 750 scrambler that 
was on the cover of Cycle magazine 
about six months ago. A close look re- 
vealed the machine is not a show bike at 
all. Nothing exotic except that big old 
blower, but that seems to be enough. 

Triumph had several items of interest 
in their booth. Both the ex-world’s fast- 
est 650) and Buddy Elmore’s Daytona- 
winning works Triumph 500 were there. 
As living proof that racing improves the 
breed, Triumph had its new 500cc model 
on the stand. The factory has supposedly 
done some re-designing of the head as a 
result of their experience at Daytona 
last year and came up with a real 
screamer. 

Motor Cycle News tested one in Eng- 
land recently and reported a one-way run 
of over 110 in a flying speed test. That 
was a trifle downhill, but the two-way 
average for the test was about 104, 
which is impressive for a stock, push- 
rod 500.

Showgoers in San Francisco descended into underground Brooks Hall, where a variety of the 
most up-to-date equipment on two wheels was displayed, Upstairs at street level, AFM road 
racers roared around city hall square, Streets were blocked for the demonstration by cooperating 
city officials, The demonstration was attended by huge crowds of Christmas shoppers. 





Kawasaki had a full booth which in- 
cluded their new disc-valve production 
racer, and that is one sexy looking ma- 
chine, let me tell you. Deep ruby red 
gas tank, efficient looking front brake, 
neat engine; like I said, sexy. 

Kawasaki’s 650, which everyone says 
is not a copy of an old BSA, was there. 
The British are fond of putting this ma- 
chine down as obsolete, but they over- 
look certain manufacturing niceties that 
even the newest Beezers don't have. 
Like double leading shoe front brakes 
for instance, cylinder castings that are 
smo-o-o-oth, and, if Kawasaki has fol- 
lowed usual Japanese practice, excel- 
lent electrics. Kawasaki's 250 Samurai 
looks rather weird in the engine depart- 
ment but apparently goes like the Tokyo 
express, so 'nuff said. 

Yamaha was just past the Kawasaki 
booth, and the star of their stand was 
the TD-1 series road racer. The gas tank 
is now white, and the whole machine has 
& lean and hungry look. A mean motor 
Scooter, yes. 

Suzuki's stand featured a pair of 
“Heavenly Angels,” two attractive young 
ladies dressed in white outfits and Buco 
helmet-hats, plus a works 500cc road 
racer and a pair of Hustler-based com- 
petition machines. 

The Howard Motors X-6 road racer 
which Art Bauman rides was sitting 
alongside Les Edwards’ Cycle Imports 
short track machine piloted by Dick 
Dorresteyn at the Cow Palace. Shown, 
too, at the booth were the fiberglass 
goodies necessary to set up your X-6 
like Dorresteyn’s. Made by Tweet-Seats 
of Fort Bragg and San Mateo, the kit in- 
cludes a gas tank, racing seat, small 
competition oil tank and air cleaner 
mountings. Howard Motors fibergoodies 
are from the road racer’s friend, Custom 
Plastics of Hayward. 

PABATCO’s booth was dominated by 
Hodaka 90s in various stages of trim. 
Most unusual was a little road racing 
model. Montesa had a complete line of 
bikes in its booth. 

Garelli Rex’s stand included one of 


the bikes which made the 
down Baja California. Except for a lib- 
eral coating of mud, it didn’t look much 
the worse for the trip. 

Drag bikes were all over the place. 
Dick Rice' *Hole Shot," a Honda Super

Hawk engine in a drag frame with a 
beautiful custom fairing was the most 
beautiful, but for something spectacular 
my vote goes to "The Hog," a (get this) 
overhead cam HD 74 with a five inch 
Stroker crank and God knows what all 
else, entered by Stan's Cycle Shop of 
Vallejo. 

The world's quickest 250, a Yamaha, 
was there, as was an Alf Hagon framed 
Triumph entered hy Kosman Motorcycle 
Specialties of San Francisco. 

Both the AMA and the AFM had 
booths, each with a covey of racers. 
Before he could race at the Cow Palace 
Saturday night, Mert Lawwill had to come 
to the cycle show and check his bike 
out of the AMA exhibit. 

The AFM showed the 500cc BSA Ron 
Grant rode to a grand prix class points 
victory last year, Jim Munroe’s Triumph 
production winner, and the TD1 Yamaha 
usually ridden by Bob Cambou. Cycle 
News' booth featured a plastic girl 
wearing the latest m/c styles on a shiny 
new bike. 

On Saturday and Sunday the AFM had 
one of the streets above the hall blocked 
off for a little impromptu road racing. 
The riders all had a ball roaring up and 
down a San Francisco city street and the 
noise probably drew quite a few specta- 
tors who hadn’t planned on coming but 
just wanted to see what all the excite- 
ment was. 

Castrol's contribution was one of the 
most exciting. They showed continuous 
movies, "Three Wheels at Mallory" is a 
film on sidecar road racing with some 
really spectacular action. “The Rough 
Riders,” shows European moto-cross 
aces in action, and that is really some- 
thing. They ride cowtrails, up steep 
hills and leap over jump after jump with 
all the speed of an American TT and the 
grace of a ballet.

The presents were placed under the Irwindale ‘Christmas Tree’ 
starting lights and Triumph, Yamaha and Suzuki received them by win- 


ning top fuel, top gas and top street 
ere was no evidence of Christmas 
spirit in the air as the class winners 
paired off against one another for the 
races that would provide mother with a 
small down payment on her shopping 
bike, or daddy with leather gauntlets for 
the winter weather. 

Earlier in the day, before the class 
eliminations had begun, ill luck rode 
with Dick Strickland and his 650cc BSA. 
Dick arrived early and began several re- 
peated runs to correct his jetting, timing 
etc. There was no indication of the im- 
pending disaster. At the start of this 
run every thing was ok, the machine came 
out of the hole in a straight line and 
through each gear shift there was not a 
miss.

A finefield ofracers were represented 
in this go for gold. The final round was 
lost by an over-eager shift and won by 
the best performing 250cc Yamaha of 
Bob Braverman. 

The B gas class of 650cc machines 
was the hot spot, for here were the lar 
gest number of entries. As qualifying 
progressed it was all Triumph and fin- 
ally a BSA and an Enfield came out to 
take a try at breaking that Triumph Sup- 
remacy.

MAN BEHIND THE MOTORCYCLE 


— — C.R. AXTELL, 


By Annette Camp 


For Christmas, 1955 C.R. Axtell 
bought himself a present, a motorcycle. 
“It was so inferior," C.R. says, that he 
was forced to take mattersinto his own 
hands and shape it up. 

*Soon the machine was running a lot 
faster than I wanted to ride it," Axtell 
recalls. So he decided to team up with 
a pro rider and thus he entered the hec- 
tic world of professional racing, becom- 
ing so intrigued that he gave up his 
auto mechanic’s job to devote full time 
to tuning and building racing engines. 
So successful has he become that for 
the past four years Axtell has owned 
one of the fastest and winningest motor 
cycles in the nation. Sammy Tanner, 
national number 7 gets all the glory for 
Axtell's efforts, but they split the prize 
money 50-50. 

Finding the available engineering 
and testing facilities inadequate for 
tuning championship machinery, last 
year C.R. opened the doors of his new 
speed and fine tuning establishment at 
5210 San Fernando Road in Glendale, 
Calif. 

This shop is one of the most com- 
plete in the country today and is very 
clean, neat, orderly and most impressive 
when one walks in the door. In one room 
is the flow meter and the dyno, with a 
hugh engine cooling fan and ventilation 
fan and duct to carry the exhaust from 
the engine being dyno-tested. In the 
other room are a lathe and a mill. There 
are facilities to do porting, valve seats 
and any other speed work. 

Axtell designed and built his own 
flow meter. It measures the flow of air 
that is capable of passing through a 
carburetor, manifold port and cylinder 
head. 

In the same room at the opposite end 
from the flow meter is the dynomometer. 
Being present when the dyno is running 
is one of the most fantastic experiences 
one can have. The noise and the great 
feeling of power is almost unbelievable. 
You have to wear special ear covers 
when the dyno is running. Axtell’s dyno- 
mometer is a power absorbtion unit, that 
is a means of holding a power plant at a 
given rpm and recording the load in foot 
pounds of torque, which determines the 
horse power of the engine. Axtell’s can 
hold any type of motorcycle or automo- 
bile engine. 

Axtell’s customers come from all 
over the country. They want the best 
and he has the knowledge and the equip- 
ment to do the job.

II. Mandatory Footwear for Motor- 
cycle Operators 


A. The brake control surfaces of some 
motorcycles are rough, sharp and cannot 
be positively applied with a bare foot. 
B. Other users of the Public highways; 
pedestrians, bicyclists, and motorists 
have the right to expect a motorcycle 
operator to be able to firmly apply the 
brakes of his vehicle without flinching 
from the control surface. 

B. Therefore, a stiff sole worn in such 
& way as to be interposed between the 
sole of the foot and the control surface 
should be mandatory for all vehicle 
operators. 

C. The safety of the operator's foot is 
not the consideration of this recom- 
mendation. If any person desires to risk 
injury by sticking his foot against a hot 
stove (or hot pavement), standing on 
sharp debris (in his home or on the 
road), or by crushing it between hard 
Objects (a cycle and pavement), it is 
his foot and his responsibility. Only the 
safety of others is the consideration of 
this recommendation. 

“The CBM will find that a similar 
law already exists in the California 
Vehicle Code, but better enforcement is 
needed.” 


III. Mandatory Side View Mirrors 
A. The standard automotive rear view 
mirror leaves two blind spots to opera- 
tor's rear sides.

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B. The right rear blind spot can be 
easily dealt with by a quick glance over 
the right shoulder. 

C. The left rear blind spot cannot be 
dealt with in such a manner without 
getting a crick in the neck. 

D. It is in the interest of all vehicle 
operators using the public highways that 
no one operator be blind in any spot. 
E. An outside side view mirror on the 
driver’s side totally eliminates the 
blind spot that is so difficult to turn 
and see, 

F. Therefore a side view mirror should 
be mandatory on the driver's side of all 
vehicles operated on the public high- 
ways. 





IV. Two Mirrors Mandatory on 
Motorcycles 


A. A single mirror on a motorcycle 
leaves a partial blind spot on the side 
opposite the mirror. 








B. It is in the public interest that there 
is no blind spots. 

C. Therefore a side view mirror should 
be mandatory on each handlebar of all 
motorcycles operated on the public 
highways. 

“Recommendation #11 could have 
been more specifically worded to make 
it clear that it is cars the recommenda- 
tion refers to. Trucks and trailers are 
already required to have side view 
mirrors. Cars only have to have a “rear- 
view mirror”, They need side view 
mirrors to eliminate blind spots that 
could and do, hide a motorcycle. 

Recommendation /IV is unnecessary 
to the safety of the motorcycle operator 
or other road users, since motorcycles 
do not have blind spots. We suggest 
that it be deleted. " 


V. Individual Safety Helmets 


A. Unfortunately a safety helmet does 
not contribute in any way to the control 
of any motorcycle nor to the general or 
specific safety of the public. 

B. A safety helmet is of value only to a 
specific individual at the moment his 
head impacts with the pavement, gener- 
ally after control of the cycle is lost. 
C. Therefore, it is not in the public 
interest to require by statute that any 
individual wear a safety helmet. 
WARNING 

D. As the safety helmet affects the 
safety and well-being of a specific indi- 
vidual only, it’s use should be left to 
the choice of that individual. 

E. In order to be aware of the conse- 
quences risked by the choice, the indi- 
vidual should be informed of the value 
of a safety helmet. 






F. Therefore, all purchasers of a new 
or used motorcycle should be advised 
that the use of a safety helmet is in 
their interest by: 

1. A printed sticker over the speedo- 
meter carrying a warning similar to that 
carried on a cigarette package, and/or 
2. A signed statement, when registered, 
stating that the purchaser knows of the 
value of safety helmets. 

RENTALS 

G. Without compromising the right of a 
motorcycle renter to protect himself, 
H. It should be mandatory that the 
renting agency furnish a safety helmet 
with each cycle rented. 

NEGLIGENCE 

I. Amotorcycle operator’s choice of the 
use of a helmet should not penalize any 
other users of the public highways. 
J. Therefore, if the choice to not use a 
safety helmet has contributed to injuries, 
this fact should be recognized and con- 
sidered by the courts in determining the 
liability of any others involved in a 
collision or upset. 

“This recommendation contains the 
best statement of motorcyclist policy 
regarding the helmet laws that we have 
found. The motorcycle Trade Associa- 
tion would be well advised to bring 
letter F., 1 and 2 to the attention of its 
members for consideration. " 


VI. Financial Responsibility 


A. The present Financial Responsibili- 
ty Law allows any driver to operate a 
vehicle on the public highways without 
showing any capability to make good 
any damage caused by his deliberate or 
negligent acts with that vehicle. 

B. Only after damage has been created, 
is an operator required to show his fi- 
nancial responsibility. 

C. The present penalties for the lack 
of financial responsibility are all too 
lenient and in many instance flouted. 
D. Therefore; the Financial Responsi- 
bility Law should be revised toprohibit 
the operation of any vehicle whose 
owner cannot show financial responsi- 
bility before that vehicle is operated on 
the Public highways. 

"The CBM is way off base slipping 
this recommendation into their otherwise 
worthwhile motorcycle legislation. 
Knowing that many of their friends have 
been injured by uninsured motorists, we 
sympathize with their evangelism for 
compulsory insurance. But giving in- 
surance companies the power of banning 
anyone from the road that they didn't 
like, or pricing their policies out of 
reason, as they have in states which 
compel road users to buy insurance be- 
fore they are allowed to drive, is demo- 
cratic suicide. California's legislators 
are aware of the weapon that this places 
in the hands of insurance companies and 
have wisely decided to leave the choice 
to the individual. 

Compulsory insurance is not the an- 
swer, but many companies will sell 
Uninsured Motorist Coverage if the CBM 
members wish to protect themselves 
from others." 


VII. Rider Education 


A. Motorcycle operation and riding 
techniques are significantly different 
from those of an Automobile. 

B. Therefore; motorcycle oriented sub- 
jects should be included in the curricu- 
lum of the high school driver education 
classes.

Scrambler 


By the Cycle News

When Jack Van Wyck (pronounced wike) and his brother Nick became the 
D.O.T. motorcycle distributors for the United States they told the factory ex- 
actly what they wanted — a sporting machine of 250cc displacement that 
would outspeed, out-accelerate, out-handle and underweigh every other ma- 


chine on the California racing scene. 


The venerable old English D.O.T. 
factory, now under new management, 
and with a sizeable assist from the 
British government, seems to have de- 
livered exactly what the brothers asked 
for, in the cycle which is the subject of 
this test. 

The initials in the name stand, we 
are told, for Devoid Of Trouble. The 
words certainly apply well to the han- 
dling characteristics of the new DOT. 
During our laps around San Gabriel Val- 
ley Raceway’s TT track we had count- 
less occasions to thank the built-in 
stability of the DOT under almost-racing 
conditions. At any angle of slide it be- 
haves like a well wound-up gyroscope 
on a string. 

Our efforts were hampered during the 
one day we had the DOT to test, by an 
inappropriate combination of tires and 
handlebars and gearing. The bike was 
better equipped for desert riding as the 
photographs show, than for slithering 
sideways around a dry, marbely TT 
track. (San Gabriel Valley Raceway 
isn’t as dry and slick for the nighttime 
TT races. They just don’t lavish a lot 
of preparation on it for our test, is all.) 

Still, the tryout proved to our satis- 
faction, that even under less than per- 
fect conditions, the DOT is capable of 
disporting itself well. One tester did 
manage to drop it in the midst of a hairy 
slide, but this was laid more to fatigue 
on the rider's part than any flaw in the 
machine. 

We managed to seize the piston, too. 
This is almost inevitable when you test 
a new, out-of-the-box two stroke. The 
wonder was that it held off sticking so 
long, considering the flogging the DOT 
received at the hands of half a dozen 
riders, ranging in skill from expert to 
duffer. 

Previous experience with super-light, 
ultra powerful scramblers had cautioned 
us to fly carefully over the jumps lest 
we end up with gravel in our backs. The 
DOT, however, behaved perfectly in 
midair, even requiring a hefty pull on 
the bars to bring it rear vertical. Rider 
weight is positioned slightly forward by 
the sitting arrangement, so that in turns 
more weight is on the front wheel, and 
over jumps the bike planes like a good 
glider. 

Wheelies are another matter. Unless 
the rider has extremely long arms, like 
John Rice, the bars would have to be 
bent farther back to permit graceful 
weight shifting. 

Our test bike wasn't geared for ac- 
celeration and so we were not impressed 
in this department, although the tre- 






mendous urge produced at mid-range 
indicates that a couple of teeth more or 
less on the appropriate sprocket would 
be all you’d need to adapt the California 
Scrambler to practically any course. 

impressed with the design 
and workmanship of the machine. Gone, 
we hope forever, is the “farm-implement” 
look that earlier DOT’s used to feature. 
And the new Alpha lower end seems to 
have solved the reliability problems 
Villiers engines used to experience when 
they were stressed beyond bilge-pump 
power requirements. 

Anoth.r thing we found “devoid of 
trouble” was engine reliability. The 
steady. beat of the nipped-in exhaust 
began on the first kick (after priming) 
and continued uninterrupted until the 
piston grew. 

Brakes, gearbox and fittings passed 
their tests with honors. The clutch 
exhibited slipping tendencies which 
could be cured by fitting Barnett clutch 
inserts. 

One other modification will have to 
be made before you can race the Cali- 
fornia Scramblerin California scrambles. 
Folding pegs will need to be added. 

Current models now being delivered 
to Van Wyck Enterprises are set up 
several inches lower by means of re- 
duced fork travel. If this improves the 
crossed-up handling beyond its present 
near-perfect state, it will probably be- 
come the new leader of the “put your 
better wheel sideways" bunch. 

The distributors have confided that 
DOT motorcycles in kit form will soon 
be available, at a considerable saving 
in price. Meantime, deliveries of the 
ready-to-ride model to dealers in Cali- 
fornia are already under way.

CALIF. ACCIDENT STUDY 
DUE IN ‘67 
A study is being conducted by the 
Calif. State Dept. of Motor Vehicles to 
isolate factors associated with motor 
cycle accidents. Past research in this 
area is very limited and sparse. 


The study will include four compari- 
son samples: 


a. A sample of drivers who have been in- 
volved in motorcycle accidents. 

b. A sample of drivers involved in pas- 
senger vehicle accidents. 

c. A sample representing the - general 
California driving population. 

d. A sample of motorcycle owners-drivers 
who have not been involved in motor- 
cycle accidents. 

The primary objectives of this study 
are (1) to evaluate the overall magnitude 
of the problem, (2) to describe the physi- 
cal characteristics peculiar to motorcycle 
accidents, and (3) to isolate driver char- 
acteristics associated with poor perfor- 
mance on motorcycles. 

At present, data is being collected 
from driver records, accident reports and 
questionnaires. All data should be col- 
lected on the sample early next year and 
will then be processed for computer 
analysis. The study is due for comple-

Church, New Zealand on December 11th, 
behind Big John Burton. We certainly 
wish Paul a great deal of luck in the 
coming series in New Zealand. It ap- 
pears he is off to a terrific start with a 
second place in the first event. 

The recent heavy rains should make 
the coming moto cross season which will 
get under way here in January, quite 
interesting for both the spectator and 
the rider. Plans are still underway and 
contracts are being signed for the Gold 
Cup moto cross series which is also to 
start in January. More on this series in 
the future, but I will say, tentative plans 
are that the 250cc and 500cc classes 
will be professional, and all other class- 
es, including a 250cc and 500cc class, 
will be run on an amateur and trophy 
basis. By this, we hope to stimulate 
interest in international moto crossevents. 

Of course, all these events will be 
run under FIM rules as they are in other 
parts of the world. In this way, we hope 
that next year we can set up a series 
in conjunction with the annual DirtDigger 
event so the riders coming from Europe 
would have the opportunity to compete 
in three or four international moto cross 
events while in this part of the country 
with riders who have had some experience 
on this type of course. The riders who 
would truly like to compete in internat- 
ional events with international riders 
have got to start practicing and racing 
on European-type moto cross courses if 
they ever expect to be competitive with 
riders such as Torsten Hallman. I have 
no doubt in my mind that we have many 
capable and talented riders; all they 
lack is a little experience. 

Ive always hoped that the United 
States would have a world's champion. 
I felt it might be in the road racing 
field, but there's the possibility I might 
be wrong and maybe our first champion 
will come in the moto cross events. 

Since this is the last issue in 1966, 
I want to take this opportunity to wish 
you all Happy Holidays and continued 
good luck and fortune in 1967.

win the semi-main event and then come 
back and win the 15 lap final on the 
same night. 

No less than nine experts won the 
main event at least once for another new 
mark at the local slide and ride arena 
that puts fear into the hearts of all but 
the truly brave of the two wheel knights, 

The outstanding feature of this year’s 
expert class was that no rider ever won 
more than two main events in a row over 
the span of thirty-one weeks! 


Amateur Class 


While the expert class was one of the 
strongest ever assembled the amateur 
class, although well balanced, was one 
of the weakest. 

Some of the reason may be blamed on 
lack oftop notch equipment, as the ultra- 
good stuff usually finds its way into the 
expert ranks. 

Week after week an amateur would be 
a hero one Friday night and just another 
rider the next week. The final phase of 
the season finally found a veteran of the 
novice and amateur ranks putting to- 
gether the only impressive win streak of 
the entire year. That was Shorty Seaborn. 

Ron Kruseman, the point champion of 
the amateurs, won only one main event 
this year. 

Ascot has never produced a large 
amount of top caliber amateurs in any 
one season so one might say that all the 
amateurs this year glow in much the 
same light. 

They did set one record, however, 
that will be hard to top. No less than 
twelve different riders won the main 
event at least once. 


Novice Class 


The novice story is somewhat differ- 
ent in that there are at least three riders, 
with luck, that may move to the big 
bikes next year and eventually into the 
expert ranks as potential winners. 

Marty MacDonald and Larry Pruett 
came on strong early in the season with 
Mike Morton grabbing the limelight late 
in the year. Seven novice riders fought 
their way into the winner's circle to tie 
a record for lightweight winners. Two 
riders won four straight main events over 
the season to again show that the talent 
was there as was the equipment. 

H-D stopped Yamaha for high point 
machine honors forthe first time in three 
years. Suzuki came on the scene this 
year and won their first American dirt 
track races. 


The T.T.’s: 


Like the half mile season, it was 
also a good one for the once a month TT 
rider of whom most are glorified scram 
blers in disguise. More and more, though 
the trend is turning towards the all 
around rider that can ride the half mile 
as well as the TT’s. TV came to the 
races late in ‘66. And with better an- 
nouncingit might replace “Peyton Place” 
as the star show of the tube. 

Eddie Mulder was again the point 
champion and although he had his great- 
est year in national TT’s he suffered 
more lumps and setbacks than ever be- 
fore on his home track. 

An early season challenge for the 
crown came from the well worn veteran 
Dick Hammer but again for the upteenth 
year the Lakewood ace shot himself out 
of contention due to racing injuries. 

The gauntlet was then picked up by 
first year expert Gene Romero who 
looked like a sure overall point winner 
until late in the season when TV's lead- 
ing man, Skip Van Leeuwen came along 
and tumed back both Mulder and Romero 
two straight times. 

It was close atthe finish but Mulder's 
ability and ever reliable equipment again 
came through with Van Leeuwen ending 
up second and Romero dropping to third 
in the point tallies after the final race. 

Spasmodic challenges to Triumph's 
three tigers came during the year from 
Jack Simmons, Dan Haaby and Dave 
Palmer. 

Mulder stands alone on his record as 
the best TT’er in the land. The bench 
racing argument now is whether he is 
better right now than Dick Dorresteyn 
was in his heyday. 


TT Amateurs 


Rich Thorwaldson and Jim Berry 
saved the TT amateur class from being 
in the same boat as the amateur half 
milers. Thorwaldson, when the equipment 
was running, was outstanding — head 
and shoulders better than any amateur 
in the nation. 

Berry showed a few hot flashes from 
time to time but was no match for Rich 
who is slated to depart for the Navy, 
this time for sure, in April 

The less said about the ‘66 novice 
TT class the better. It could all be 
summed up on the head of a needle, 
They looked far better last February 
than they did this month in the final 
effort. 

The novice class failed to produce 
even one top rider that was capable of 
winning over any length of time. They 
made it more than difficult to predict 
who will emerge from the pile and go on 
to become a really top amateur or expert, 
But to find out for sure (maybe we over 
looked a future star) keep tuned in to 
Cycle News in 1967 as the new season 
unfolds.

THE FINISH LINE 


The column takes a short vacation for a couple of Weeks for the only 
breather of the entire year. Will be right back with the first indoor short track 
race of the new year at Long Beach Arena on January 7th. January will be 
the busiest month for racing ever in the southland with three indoor races and 


one sportsmen road race at Carlsbad. 

The big race is on now for riders to 
obtain their new AMA 1967 racing cards 
so they can compete in the coming Long 
Beach races on January 7, 14 & 21st. 

The road race at Carlsbad does not 
require a professional license, but is 
open to any and all riders, licensed, or 
not. 

Past seasons that have come up with 
money races right after the first of the 
year have found a last minute scramble 
for that all important license. Many 
riders fail to apply in time. In more than 
one case, riders who are potential win- 
ners get their applications in too late. 

The AMA office in Columbus, which 
handles all applications, is not open on 
weekends and is not in business for the 
sole purpose of taking care of new li- 
cense applications, like some new riders 
(and a few older ones) like to think. 

To inspire a spot on the starting line 
at Long Beach on the 7th a rider should 
have his application completed and 
mailed to the AMA no later than the last 
day of “66. Anything past this date is 
more than a gamble. 

The three Long Beach dates next 
month will again find the arena open all 
afternoon for riders to test the track and 
machines. The practice session is open 
to all riders, licensed or non-licensed. 
A rider need not be licensed in the AMA 
to practice, but must have the license to 
tun in the actual races in January. 


Open Practice At L-B Again 


The arena will open on the afternoon 
of January 7th at Noon and riders will be 
able to take laps until 4 p.m. without 
interruption. Any machines 250cc and 
under will be allowed on the track after 
Passing a basic inspection that includes 
folding pegs and a few other general 
miles regarding safety. 

A rider who arrives early may take-as 
many as one hundred or more laps on an- 
other new track design that will be used 
for the first time on the 7th. 

Race promoter Don Brymer points out 
that the riders who took advantage of the 
practice last month all came close to 
making the main events, or in many 
cases rode in the finals on the new track 
that was set up. 

Brymer, the riders and the fans all 
expressed a profound liking to changing 
the track so once again followers of in- 
door racing can look forward to seeing 
another new shape for the concrete oval 
on the 7th. 

Long Beach has revolutionized cycle 


racing in that they are the first to offer. 


riders a chance to gain unlimited prac- 
tice on a track, prior to an event. 

They are also the first to offer a po- 
tential racer a chance to try the track 
before he obtains an actual license to 
race. 

Once again during the month of Janu- 
ary, the Long Beach races will host a 
two race in one setup with a separate 
class for riders with machines 100cc's 
and under. 

Brymer and Bob Dowis are pioneering 
this two class system on a trial basis 
and are the firsí to come up with a 
special class for the ultra-small bikes. 


Carlsbad Road Race Jan. 15th: 

The first road race of the new year, a 
sportsmen event for trophies only, goes 
on the site of the National Championship 
AMA race late in the year. 

Like Long Beach, Carlsbad will come 
up with many changes and improvements 
such as: a new shorter course for ma- 
chines under 250cc’s, the various class- 
es being broken down into two groups 
which will allow new riders to compete 
against riders of the same experience. 

The second class will find riders 


with known and proven experience riding 
against each other and not against the 
new, Or first-time racer. 

This will be a first at any road race 
track as in the past any and all riders 
had to ride as one group in any one 
class. The experienced pro’s do not like 
to ride against the new rider anymore 
than a rank beginner likes to be placed 
in with a veteran, and in many cases a 
national champion. 

It will be the first get-ready race for 
the coming Daytona nationals to be held 
next March. 

Another change will find for the first 
time a production class race for machines 
250cc and under. This class will be 
open to any and all riders on strictly 
production street machines and the only 
modifications permitted will be the re- 
moval of kick stands and mirrors. 

A point to be cleared regarding sports- 
men AMA road racing is that all novice, 
amateur and expert licensed professional 
racers within the AMA ranks are allowed 
to compete. Road racing has not become 
involved in the scrambles hassle where 
experts are denied a chance to race for 
trophies only. 

It will be a busy January with the 
riders trying to make the money at Long 
Beach and break out the equipment and 
get ready for Daytona at Carlsbad. 

Kawasaki and Yamaha have already 
signed their racing teams for the coming 
road race season with the majority of the 
team riders entering Carlsbad. 

Both teams have entirely new ma- 
chines onthe waves right now and headed 
for California. 

It used to be a quiet month for racing 
but that’s a thing of the past. January 
may rival any month coming later with 
regards to close racing, money and 
racing color.
